SENSATION DUE IN COURT TODAY 


An effort to break down Dr. William T. 
Kirby’s confesslon to the effect that a 
gang of alleged confidence men swindled him 
out of $20,000 on a fake horserace will be 
made in testimony to be introduced before 
Judge Landis this morning. 

Evidence will be presented, it was said, to 
show that a woman on Oct. 20 used the malle 
for the transmission of a registered pack- 
age the shape and bulk of which led to the 
belief that it contained a large sum of money, 

The woman gave the name of Mrs. O' Don- 
nell. This name is believed to be fictitious. 
Mra, Kirby signed a number of checks with 
the names Miss E. Walsh and “ Mra.N. 
S. Lamb.” The package was malled at posta) 
substation No. 23, At 1508 East Fifty-third 
street. It was addressed to Mise Nellie 
Kirby, Waukegan, Illinois. Mies Kirby is 
a cousin of Dr. Kirby. Mre. Mary Durkin, 
Mrs, Kirby’s mother, Hves in Waukegan. 


Summons Postal Clerk. 

So important did Judge Landis consider 
this information that at the adjournment of 
the hearing yesterday he issued a subpena 
duces tecum for Elmer A. Pelaski, postal 
clerk in charge of substation No. . Fe- 
laski will be placed on the witness stand 
teday to tell what he knows of the trans 


action. Deputy United States Marshal Berge- 


son served the subpeena in the evening. 

Other persons, it was said, probably will 
be implicated in the case through Feiaskt's 
testimony. The date—Oct. 20—is a signifi- 
cant part of the new disclosures. This is 
the date fixed by Dr. and Mrs. Kirby as the 
time of the $20,000 taxicab rides and the 
day on which Dr. Kirby says he placed 820. 
000 on “ Lucky George” at 1710 Michigan 
avenue. 

This new and startling disclosure came as 
a dramatic climax of the day’s hearing. At- 
torneys for the receiver in codperation with 
Martin J. Lins, acting head of the bureau of 
investigation of the department of justice, 
„dug up” the information after several 
days of work on a number of clews to the 
missing funds. 

Tells of New Evidence, 

The hearing was to have been concluded 
at the afternoon session. Attorney P. H. 
O’Donnell, representing the defense, had just 
finished his closing argument when Attor- 
ney Edward B. Healy, representing the 
Stockmen's Trust and Savings bank, stepped 
forward and addressed the court. 

I would ask that this hearing go over until 
tomorrow for the purpose of introducing ad- 
ditional testimony,’’ he said. 

Jam not now at liberty to disclose what 
itis. The information came to me only with- 
in the last ten minutes and it is the most 
damning evidence offered against the de- 
fense. I would ask that the court order a 
witness we have brought into court tomor- 
row. The evidence is startling in its na- 
ture.“ 

Such à statement from a member of this 
bar would induce me to act in any case, said 
the court. 

Mr. Healy refused to discuss the nature 
of the evidence beyond stating that it un- 
doubtedhy would disclose the disposition of 
some of the missing funds of the defunct 


bank. 
Makes Closing Plea. 

Attorney O'Donnell devoted his closing ar- 
guments to a defense of Mrs. Kirby. Both 
she and Dr. Kirby are under citations for 
contempt. Judge Landis indicated he will 
enter a rule today ordering Dr. Kirby to turn 
over $20,000 of the missing funds, The con- 
tempt matters probably will be decided today, 
too. 

Dr. Kirby did dispose of the $20,000, that’s 
certain,“ said Attorney O'Donnell. It also 
appears that Dr. Kirby set himself up asa 
man owning property he did not own and 
that he was a man worth a fortune. 

As to whether Mrs. Kirby has $20,000 to 
turn over, it is undisputed she took $10,000 
in a taxicab te the Blackstone hotel and gave 
it to her husband. They may say she dida 
great many things she should not have done. 
But she merely acted as her husband's mesg- 
senger, and wives will sometimes follow their 
husbands a long way.“ 


Points to Giving Up Diamonds. 

He declared that she placed her home and 
her diamonds at the disposal of the creditors. 

„ Does this look as if she had planted this 
money or was saving it for future use?’ 

Mr. O'Donnell Uwelt on the fact that Dr. 
and Mrs. Kirby were placed on the stand 
before calling other witnesses to corroborate 
their testimony. This, he said, did away with 
the possibility of collusion. He added that 
the evidence showed that $10,000 of the miss- 
ing money is in the vaults of the Stockmen's 
bank and the remaining $20,000 was lost on 
the alleged horse race. 

Attorney Healy made an attempt to impeach 
the testimony of William B: Carrick, one 
of the witnesses for the defense, who pre- 
viously had testified he assisted in. repairing a 
fake telegraph instrument used by the alleged 
confidence gang in swindling Dr. Kirby.

HUMAN SALVAGE 
TELL OF RESCUES 


Lawyer, Buyer, Insurance Man 
and Printer Saved by Wash- 
ingtonian Home. 


40,000 CASES IN 49 YEARS. 


Perhaps you have time for the story of the 
successful lawyer, the successful buyer, the 
successful insurance man, the successful 
printer, and the 40, 000 The story was told 
last night at the Washingtonian Home, Og- 
den avenue and Madison street. 

The Washingtonian Home is a quasi-public 
institution. It has been so since ite founda- 
tion in Chicago forty-nine years ago. Its 
business in this near half century has been 
solely that of redeeming the wrecks of men. 

The human salvage gathered at the home 
last night to help in the celebration of the 
anniversary. 

They told their stories: 

Eight months ago the lawyer sold his 
trousers for 26 cents to buy whisky. 

Two years ago the buyer was so disgusted 
with himself and his wasted opportunities 
that he purposely attempted suicide from 
drink. 

Twenty years ago the insurance man was 
picked up unconscious in the gutter, a phys- 
ical, financial wreck. 

Twenty-two years ago the printer, at the 
age of 50 years, owed $700 and was penniless 
and homeless with his wife working out. 


Today All Is Different. 

Today the lawyer has his name on an office 
door in the loop and transacts the confiden- 
tial business of magnates. 

Today the buyer has an income of $4,000 a 
year, a responsible position, a bank account, 
and property. 

Today the insurance man is the Chicago 
agent for a big eastern company, with anin- 
come of $3,500 a year. 


property and holds a position at $1,200 a year. 
He is 72 years old. 

All four of the men are human contribu- 
tions to Chicago's municipal potency: That 
potency would not be as great as it ls with- 
out these four men. 

The Washingtonian home’s contribution to 
Chicago’s municipal potency in the forty- 
nine years which ended last night can only 
be measured by the potentiality of 40,000 
men who in that time have left the institu- 
tion cured of the drink habit. 


Become Valuable Working Forces. 

Some of them have gone back for the sec- 

ond and third treatment and finally stuck,” 
but all have been cured and are now valuable 
working forces in the world. This was the 
assertion made last night by William H. 
Barton, superintendent of the institution. 
This is the story the lawyer told: 
„ am 50 years old and have lived in Chi- 
cago twenty-five years. I worked my way 
through school and had plans fora law course 
at Harvard. I am not a man of strong de- 
termination. Whisky knocked out my plane 
for the greater education I wanted. 

“Tam particularly proficient in one branch 
of the law. In this country there are only 
seven men prominently identified in the di- 
cult branch which is mine. These men earn 
from $50,000 to $150,000 a year. This was the 
work I did in Chicago. I earned big fees, but 
they all went the same way when I was 
struck with my periodical drinking spells. 

“My decline down the ladder began as a

| responsible and consequently received fewer 


and fewer retainers. I tried four or more 
drink cures. One which was advertised as 
a one day cure, graduated me cured at 6 
o'clock one evening and at 8 o’clock I was 
hopelessly drunk. I began to lose pride. 

My wife became ill and had to go toa 
hospital. With the increase of cares brought 
on by my drinking I drank more. While my 
wife was at the hospital I sold all the house- 
hold furniture and when the proceeds of that 
had been spent in the usual way for whisky 
I found myself a homeless wanderer on the 
streets. 

Some ray of reason must have struck me, 
for I walked out of the place to a hospital. I 
talked to a nurse who sent me to the Wash- 
ingtonian home. 

J came out of the place a cured man. I 
riow have an Office in the block and am 
earning about $200 a month, which I expect 
to more than treble shortly. My wife, whois 
an invalid, through worrying about me, is 
out of the hospital. I have bought household 
furniture and we have a happy little home, 


Story of the Buyer. 

Said the buyer: 

„% My specialty was to spend all the money 
I could lay my hands on. That is, I always 
earned it but I never saved it. I am 48 years 
old and have lived in Chicago thirty years. 
I was the buyer for a large wholesale hard- 
ware firm. y usual capacity was from 
twenty to thirty drinks a day. 

At that rate I never saved a cent; in fact, 
always was in debt, and my work naturally 
suffered. I got to thinking of my wasted 
opportunities and my straitened circum- 
stances and became disgusted with myself! 
I contemplated suicide, and decided it would 
be the best way to finish up a useless ex- 
istence. 

„One night: while intoxfcated, friends put 
me in a carriage and took me to Wagshing- 
tonian home.

William H. Barton, superintendent of the 
home, which is at Madison street and Ogden 
avenue, told those assembled the work that 
was being done for the “lovable set of 
prodigals and referred to the powerful 
minds that had been saved to the world.

HOME RULE BILL 
MOVING RAPIDLY 


Passes Committee Stage in the 
House of Commons Amid 
Glad Demonstrations. 


CHEERS FOR MR. ASQUITH. 


LONDON, Dec. 12. The committee stage of 
the home rule bill was completed in the house 
of commons late tonight amid exciting dem- 
onstrations and counter demonstrations. The 
house then immediately adjourned. 

Premier Asquith and his ministers were 
applauded as they left the chamber. The 
bill passed its first reading in the house of 
commons on April 16 by a vote of 300 to 266, 
Its second reading was passed on May 9 by 
a vote of 872 to 271. 

Tt was then referred to a committee of 
the whole house. gi as home rule and Welsh 
disestablishment are being taken concur- 
rently, the committee stage of the home rule 
bill was not reached until June 11. 


Insult to Flag Charged. 

The debate today led to a little breeze on the 
proposal to make it compulsory that the 
Union Jack should fly over the Irish parlia- 
ment building. Jeremiah MacVeagh of South 
Down, in behalf of the Nationalists, spoke 
disparagingly of the Union Jack, 

Mr. Balfour indignantly rebuked Mac- 
Veagh for the insult to the flag. He remind- 
ed the Lrish leader of how difficult he had 
made the realization of his hope of a loyal 
and contented Ireland by the lessons of fu- 
rious hatred of the flag which he and his 
colleagues for years had been teaching. 

John Redmond replied, in a speech full of 
loyal expressions, that the Union Jack would 
be flown in a contented Ireland when home 
rule was passed. He added that no doubt 
Ireland would have its own flag, but the two 
would be flown side by side. 

The proposal was defeated. 

The report stage of the bill cannot be taken 
up until after the Christmas recess. It wil) 
therefore be well along in January before the 
bill goes to, the house of lords. 

Setback Given in November. 

The bili received a setback on Nov. 12 
when, during the debate on the financial pro- 
visions, the Unionists defeated the govern- 
ment in a p division by a majority of 22.

WITNESS ADMITS. 
MANIPULATION OF 
PRICES IN STOCKS 


New York Exchange Governor 
Exposes Methods of Job- 
bing by Brokers, 


DEFENDS RULES OF TRADING 


J. N. Griesel, ‘King of Money Crowd,” 
Tells Pujo Committee of the 
Heavy Loans on Board. 


PASSED OUT $25,000,000 IN A DAY 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—[Special.]~ 
Frank K. Sturgis, férmer president of the 
New York stock exchange and now a mem- 
ber of the board of governors, acknowledged 
on the witneas stand before the Pujo “‘ money 
trust investigating committee this after- 
noon that the sale of stocks on the big board 
was sometimes manipulated so as to bring 
about a high or a low level of prices. 

Mr. Sturgis insisted at first that this ma- 
nipulation was designed to make the market 
seemingly active, and he was not prepared to 
condemn trading of this character. 


Responsibility of the Exchange. 
When pushed to the acknowledgment thet 
the real purpose of stock manipulation was 
to deprese or raise. prices, Mr. Sturgis said 
that it was a matter of individual responsi- 
bility with members of the exchange and 
one for which the exchange itself cannot be 
held accountable. 

When asked if he believed that the ex 
change ought to punish manipulations, he r- 
plied: Tes, when they are of a heinous 


character.“ 


consist in the danger of Insolvency. 

At one point in the inquiry Mr. Sturgis 
replied to a question as to whether or not he 
approved of stock manipulation. 

“ You are asking me a moral question, and 
I am answering a stock exchange question.” 


Suggests Plan to Prevent Losses. 

In the course of today’s inquiry, sugges- 
tion was made by counsel for the committee 
that some method be adopted by the stock 
exchange to prevent losses to customers 
through the re-hypothecating by exchange 
brokers of the customer's securities. 

Mr. Untermyer advocated for the commit- 
tee the idea that brokers should be obliged 
to mark their loan envelopes containing 
stock on which a customer owes money and 
the amount that is borrowed on it, so that 
the bank will not lend more than is owed 
to the broker. 

Mr. Sturgis declared that this would be im- 
practicable. 

The most of the dey wae passed in examin- 
ing Mr. Sturgie and obtaining his defense 
of New York stock exchange methods. The 
committee found time, however, to listen to 
the complaints of Miguel E. d' Aguero, presi- 
dent of the Consolidated Exchange, and 
other members of that body against the 
treatment that had been accorded to them 
by the governors of the big board. They con- 
tended that the stock exchange authorities 
were attempting to establish a monopoly. » 

Later Mr. Sturgis was examined in regard 
to, the controversy between the two ex- 
changes and acknowledged that if the Con- 
solidated brokers would double their com- 
mission charges it probably would be 
healing balm." 


Ignorant of Manipulation. 

When Samuel Untermyer, counsel for the 
committee, first undertook to examine Mr. 
Sturgis in regard to stock manipulation on 
the exchange, the member of the board of 
governors asserted that he was not familiar 
with it, 

“Do you know what manipulation is?’ 
asked Mr. Untermyer. 

Tes, from hearsay evidence, replied Mr. 
Sturigs. 

Q.—Are there certain forms of manipulation 
of which you approve? A.—I would like to an- 
swer your question in this way: The stock 
exchange does not recognige manipulation 
and I do not know of it of my own knowledge. 
I am not prepared to be an expert on the ques- 
tion of manipulation. If you want to ask 
anything on that subject, I would rather have 
you cal! somebody who is in active business, 


Cannot Explain Exchange Methods, 

Mr. Sturgis explained then that although a 
member of the board of governors and of the 
firm of Strong, Sturgis & Co., he had nog 
been active in the market for several years. 

** Who do you think could explain to us the 
process of manipulation on the stock exes 
change?” asked Mr, Untermeyer. 

‘*] really do not know; I have not been on 
the floor of the exchange in two years,“ ree 
pited the witness 

Q'—But you are the chairman of the law 
committee and one of the governors of the 
exchange. A.—Yes. 

Q.—And you have been forty years there 
and cannot tell us who there ts that could 
give us that information? A-—I am not in 
active business, as I told you a little while 


ago. 


Surprised at Trade Figures. 

Mr. Sturgis acknowledged that he had been 
surprised at the tables presented in evidence 
yesterday in regard to the dealings on the 
New York stock exchange. He had not known 
before that the entire capital of a great cor- 
poration was sold and bought on the ex- 
change one and one-half times over in 2 
single day. 

“Those are acts of individuals; the ex- 
change has nothing to do with them,” said 
the witness. 

Q.—Is that the only answer you can make? 
es, the stock exchange neither buys nor 
selis. Those are acts of individuals. I can- 
not be responsible for what thousands of peo- 
ple throughout this country do. 

Q.—De you seek to justify it? A-—It de 
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already said that under certain conditions or- 
ders given out, commissions paid, no collu- 
sion whatsoever, the broker who buys not 
having the slightest idea whefe the order 
comes from that the broker executes to sell— 
I say it is not an iNegitimate transaction. 


Answers Question with Question. 

Q.—Do you not realize, Mr. Sturgis, that it 
brings the public in, who do not know that 
these sales and purchases are given out 
from the same source? Do you not know 
that it brings the public in on that higher 
level of prices? A.—Suppose the public hap- 
pened to have that stock? 

Q.—Suppose the public have not got the 
stock, but want to buy the stock, and you 
create this high level of prices in that way. 
Do you think you can justify that? A.—You 
just now asked me if it did not depress 
prices. 

Q. ou know the operation is sometimes 
resorted to to depress prices, and sometimes 
to raise prices, do you not? A.—I think I 
have answered your question fully.

Money King“ Tells of Loans. 
The days session opened with the testimony 
of J. H. Griesel, king of the money crowd,” 
who told of the methods of lending call money 
on the exchange. 
Mr. Griesel said he had been a member of 


the exchange for twenty-nine years and had 
been in the business of lending mopey on call 
even before that. Hesaid that the loan value 
of stocks ranged from 35 per cent of the mar- 
ket value on industria! issues to 65 per cent 
of the value of first class railway stocks. 

„ have loaned as high as $25,000,000 in a 
day.“ said Mr. Griesel, but the general run 
of a day’s busines is not more than a 
000.“ 

He explained that the rate for money was 
set by the transactions between 11 a. m. and 
noon, but that oftentimes the bulk of the 
loan business would be transacted between 
11 and 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 


Big Banks Heavy Lenders. 

Mr. Griesel gave as the biggest lenders 
of money the National City bank, the Case 
National, and the Bank of Commerce. The 
First National came in for some of the big 
business in times of stress, but was not a 
consistent lender of money. 

Of the private concerns, Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
stood at the head, with Goldman, Sachs & 
Co. a close second. J. P. Morgan & Co. he 
said, were kenders when there was a great 
need for mchey, but they were not habitual 
figures in the money market. Speyer Bros. 
figure in the loan group once in a while, but 
not to the extent of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 

“I loan for the Chase National bank end 
the firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Co.,” said the 
witness. The latter concern sometimes 
surpasses and often parallels the big banks 
in the amount of money loaned. Firms like 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. at the time of a big bond 
issue when they have sums of idle money 
will loan as high as $15,000,000 in a day. I 
have placed such sums for Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
The Friday after Thanksgiving, Nov. 25, 1012, 
when the price of money rose to 20 per cent, 
there was loaned by me on the exchange more 
than $15 000 000. I think I loaned nearly 
$20,000 000. 

Mr. Griesel told the committee that when 
J. P. Morgan was in the loan market the 
money of the big firm was placed by Roberts 
& Rogers. 


Discloses Some Favorite Stocks. 

Mr. Griese) was catechized by Mr. Unter- 
myer as to the variations in desirability as 
loan collateral among the listed stocks of 
the exchange. 

Was not United States Steel a favorite— 
the favorite, in fact? asked Mr. Untermyer. 

Mr. Griese] stated that, owing to its ever 
ready market, Steel common was a favorite, 
but that, nevertheless, some of the railroads, 
notadiy New York Central, was even more 
acceptable as part of grouped collateral for 
big loans. 

Do the banks of New York always specify 
the out of town correspondent’s name when 
making a loan on the exchange?’’ asked Mr. 
Untermyer. 

The National Park bank gives up the 
names of its correspondents and the banks 
do generally. The First National bank and 
the National City bank do not.“ 


Places Loans of One Bank. 

Charles W. Turner, who said he had been a 
member of the stock exchange for twenty-six 
years, followed. He explained that through 
an arrangement made with Stillman he 
placed all the loans of the Na tional City bank. 
He had always placed them for the bank 
with the understanding that he would repre- 
sent no one else. The National, City never 
charged more than 6 per cent for call money, 
but it did not always have mona to lend at 
that figure. 

Mr. Untermyer was anxious to find out if 
Mr. Turner thought an established regula- 
tion prohibiting the loaning of call money 
at a rate higher than 6 per cent would pre- 
clude the undue shift of money from the 
western banks to the financial cénters. 

Mr. Turner said he did not know, but be- 
lieved it might prove partially efficacious, 
for money always sougbt the market that 
paid it the highest interest, and came from 
Europe just as readily as from other sections 
of the United States.

Director of New York Vice In- 
quiry Says Police Threat- 
ened Chief Witness. 


SHE WILL GIVE FACTS. 


Asserts She Paid Protection to 
Conduct Resort for Over 
Two Years. 


New York, Dee. 12.—[Special.J—That 


made by members of the police force to Mrs. 
Marr Goode, a resort owner, before she told 
her story of vice conditions in New York to 
the aldermanic investigating committee was 
announced this afternoon by Emory Buck- 
ner. specia! counsel for the committee. 

Mr. Buckner made the announcement 
shortly after adjourning the sesgions of the 
committee until mext Wednesday. He said 
he had visited Mrs. Goode early in the week 
to secure a promise from her that she would 
appear before the committee and tell her 
personal experiences with grafting policemen 
as a keeper of an illegal resort. 

“Shortly after I left her house, he said. 
two policemen entered and recalled to her 
Herman Rosenthal’s fate. They then warned 
her against making any charges against the 
police. If you do,’ they said, you will never 
make another dollar in New Tork. 

Mr. Buckner said it seemed curious to him 
the policemen should have visited Mrs. Goode 
so soon after he had been there. 


Woman Will Disregard Threats. 

Despite the threats made against her, Mrs. 
Goode will continue to help the district attor- 
ney in his efforts to house clean the po- 
lice department. She will be his chief wit- 
ness at the John Doe proceedings which 
he will institute later in the week. 

Mrs. Goode was arraigned in the Court of 
Special Sessions on the charge on which she 
was arrested in October, and was discharged 
from custody on the recommendation of the 
district attorney's office on the ground of 
valuable services rendered by her in the pros- 
ecution of the Rosenthal and other matters. 

Later in the day Mre. Goode gave an inter- 
view in which she replied to statements by 
Commissioner Waldo and Inspector Dwyer. 
in°whose district she was living at the time 
of her arrest, and amplified some of the mat- 
ters mentioned in her testimony on Wednes- 
day. As for any intimation that if she was 
paying for [protection she was not getting it, 
she called the commissioner's attention to 
seventeen other flats in the same house 
which, she said were of the same character, 
were paying for protection and getting it, and 
none were being molested by the police. 


Admits Paying for Protection. 
Mrs. Goode insists she sought to make it 
plain in her testimony that she paid for and 
received protection for the better part of 
two years. She gave an interview in part as 
follows: . 

Inspector Dwyer says I was raided 
two weeks after 1 moved to One Hundred 
and Ninth street. Why did Inspector Dwyer 
allow seventeen flats to run months at 223 
West One Hundred and Ninth street, where 
I then was, and no one was raided but my- 
self, who had only been there two weeks? 

„ dould name dozens more under the 
shadow of the station house well known to 
Policemen Hall and Dwyer, the inspector’s 
disorderly resort detectives, to whom I gave 
all of the above addresses on Nov. 4, the day 
I wee arrested. But none of these places 
has been molested by the police. All these 
small flats—but with large revenues—escape 
the notice of the public, but the places not 
included in the foreign trust are wiped out.“ 


Seven Owners May Testify. 

It was reported tonight that seven keepers 
of questionable resorts who are opposed to 
the vice trust mentioned by Mrs. Goode, 
met downtown today and declared their 
willingness to testify before the extraordi- 
nary grand jury. Several of them, it was 
said, have already made statements to the 
district attorney.

Depositors Kept in Dark. 

Their distrust was intensified today when 
word reached here that a big Chicago bank 
refased to honor a draft on the Somonauk 
bank. 

Another strange feature, one that was fully 
confirmed through telephonic communication 
with Circuit Court Clerk W. M. Hay at 
Sycamore, is that the application for the re- 
ceilvership was filed and ordered entered by 
Judge D. J. Carnes last Thursday, but the 
depositors received no intimation of it until 
Monday—efter Olmsted filed a $100,000 bond. 

It is rum@red on all sides that the bank con- 
tinued receiving deposits in the interim, but 
the receiver declares deposits were received 
from only those who owed the institution 
money or those meeting checks. 

On Tuesday morning Mr. Olmstead and E4- 
ward Wright escorted Cashier Wright to 
the sanitarium. 


Organized Thirty-two Years Ago. 

Thirty-two years ago the Somonauk bank 
was organized by T. J. Wright; John Clark, 
and C. V. Stevens.

At the death of Mr. Clark twenty- 
one years ago his interest was bought by the 
eurviving partners. T. J. Wright died while 
he held the presidency in 1907, and Mr.

Revolver Is Found on Ruseian Boy by 
Detective. 


New York, Dec. 12.—Herman Steinberg, 
aged 17, who is alleged to have declared that 
he was going over to New ‘Jersey and shoot 
President Elect Wilson, was arrested hére 
‘today and held without ball. A loaded re- 
volver was found in his pocket. 

The youth was standing in front of a police 
station, shivering in the cold, when a detect- 
ive questioned him.

COLD STORAGE. 

T its last meeting the American Pub- 

lic Health association received a 

report trom its committee on cold 

storage. At the same meeting Prot. 

Barnard read a paper on cold stor- 

age in reiation to the food supply in the 

course of wuich he indicated the nature of 

a report to be made to the National Associa- 

tion of Food Officials by a committee ap- 
pointed to draft a model cold storage bill. 

1 think the conclusion is justined that 
these two organizations, national in scope 
and composed of men and women ot charac- 
ter and standing, are in favor of cold storage 
under proper regulation. Their ideas as to 
regulation are set forth in the report of the 
public health committee. 


~o 

The first three articles I omit, as they do 

nothing but denne Cold Storage, Cold 

Storage Buildings, and Articles of Food.“ 
Ihe others follow: 

4. No articie of food should be placed 
in cold storage which is not mature, 
fresa, free from disease, or deterioration 
of any kind. * 

5. It is essential that all foods pos- 
sessing a temperature tavoring some de- 
gree of deterioration should be cooled 
to a proper temperature as rapidly as 
possibie with a view to maintaining it in 
its natural condition of freshness. 

6. After placing in cold storage it is 
essential to successitul storage that the 
temperature and bumidity tound best 
for each particular food be maintained 
as evenly as possible. 

7. It is further essential that with 
certain types of food products circula- 
tion of air be maintained in the cold stor- 
age warehouse, and that an adequate 
awount of fresh cooled au be introduced 
each twenty-four hours; or, that the eir- 
culating air be passed through some so- 
lution depriving it of the volatile emana- 
tions of food. 

S. Every storage warehouse should 
be constructed of such materiais as will 
not cause organe emabations and in 
such a manner as will facilitate main- 
tenance in as good sanitary condition 
as maintained in the most modern plant 
employing the most modern methods 
for the preparation and handling of per- 
ishable toud products. 


—~o— 

9. The periods ot time during which 
food products should be allowed to re- 
main in cold storage should depend upon 
their origina! freshness of condition, the 
continued Maintenance of thei op- 
timum cold.sterage conditions, and on 
the results of further investigations on 
each class of food products. 

10. it is desirabie that frozen cold 
storage food products be raised gradu- 
ally to higher temperatures vary- 
ing accordiug to the size and nature of 
the article of food in order to preserve 
the tissues in their natural condition. 
11. Articles of food should not be 
returned to cold storage which have 
once been released and raised to materi- 
ally higher temperatures. When it be- 
comes necessary to transfer food prod- 
ucts from one cold storage warenouse to 
another the temperature should not be 
allowed to rise to a point favoring de- 
teriora tion. 

12. In order both to maintain cold 
stored foods.in the best condition pos- 


sible and to preserve the credit of cold 
storage methods it is essential that mu- 
nicipal control of foods placed in retail 
stores for consumption be of the most 
practical and scientific character.

ENFORCING LABOR LAWS.’ 

In a letter responding to a Trisune edi- 
torial, Judge Gemmill of the Court of De- 
mestic Relations gives some interesting facts 
concerning recent prosecutions under the 
labor hour laws. So far as Judge Gemmill 
is concerned it is not suggested that bis in- 
tentions have been anything but good, and 
the position he takes respecting rational en- 
forcement of statutes is sound enough in the 
main. There is a fair distinction between 
willful and accidental violation which in- 
spectors May consider. : 

On the other hand, no judge should give 
the impression that the law may be evaded 
occasionally, and in the report upon which 
the editorial was based this was the impres- 
sion given from the bench. When there are 
mitigating circumstances and the case 
reaches the court, it would seem that a nom- 
inal fine accompanied by a warn’ng that the 
law is to be strictly obeyed wou.d be better 
advised. 

In these cases human elements often press 
for relaxation, put it is by multiplying ex- 
ceptious that a law is eaten away until it 
has become a dead letter. A large employer 
of labor in Chicago recently has indorsed 
strict enfortement of all the labor laws, say- 
ing: “I know from our own experience 
that strict enforcement is best for us all. It 
gives a rule which we know we must keep,

T. JAMES PALACE, where the rep- 

resentatives of Turkey' and of the 

baikan ailies meet, with the object 

of negotiatng a lasting peace, is an 

extremeiy dingy Jooking buiiding, 
which is completely dwarted by the iofty 
structures that now form so great a leature 
ot the British metropolis. 

It is a most uninv.ting pile from the out- 
side, with little to suggest a paiace, and 
presents an extraordinary contiast to the 
stately résidences of the reigning houses 
on the continent. 

lt is related that when King Christian VII. 
of Denmark came to London to obiain the 
hand of the ill tated Princess Caroune Ma- 
thida, sister of George III., he was simply 


horrified at the aspect of St. James’ paiace, 


where quarters had been assigned to him, 
and on first seeing it is said to have ex- 


ciaimed: 
“This will never do! It is not fit to lodge 


a Christian in!” 

Yet St. James palace, dingy and insignifi- 
cant though its exter.cr, contains some 
stately apartments, with ceilings and win- 
dows 80 lofty that those who are admitted 
thereto for the first time are amazed. 

While few American women have ever 
been within its wails, the state apartments 
are tolerably familiar to all those American 
men who have been presented at the English 
court, since it is there that the levees have 
been held for the last seventy years. 

Under William 1V. and during the early 
days of the reign of Queen Victoria the draw- 
ing rooms took piace there, and it was only 
after the completion of Buckingham palace 
that the courts, state dances, and state con- 
certs were transferred thither. — 


_ 

St. James palace was for several centuries 
the principal abode of the English sove- 
reigns, and to this day foreign ambassadors 
are accred:ted to the court of St. James 
instead of to that of Buckingham palace or 
of Windsor castle. 

Originally on its site was a hospital for 
female lepers, and it continued there from 
the Norman conquest until the reign of 
Henry VIII. 

After that king had appropriated Cardinal 
Wolsey's palace of Whitehall the fine ex- 
panse of woodland which stretched from the 
hospital to the abode of the women lepery 
seemed a desirable addition to his new pos- 
sessions. 

So the lepers were expropriated. The 
woodland and meadows were converted into 
a beautiful park, while on the site of the 
hospital there was erected the palace of St. 
James, which was completed in time to 
serve for the honeymoon of the Bluebeard 
king and of his second wife, Anne Boleyn. 

Bloody Mary, his daughtér, made St. 
James palace her principal residence, and 
it was there that her death took place. 

Queen Elizabeth preferred Whitehall and 
Greenwich, but King James I. developed a 
great liking for St. James palace, and it 
was also the favorite home of Queen Henri- 
etta Maria, the French consort of the ill- 
fated Charles I. 

George I. and George II. lived there, as 
well as George III. throughout the earlier 
part of his reign, until he was induced by 
Queen Charlotte to take up his residence at 
Buckingham house, which she had pur- 
chased, and the site of which is now otcu- 
pied by Buckingham palace.

The offices of the lord chamberlain and of 
the keeper of the king's Privy purse, as well 
as the corps of gentiemen at arms and the 
Yeomen of the Guard, are under the roof 
of St. James, and ever since the days of 
Henry VIII. the daily changing of the guard 
has been attended by a performance of the 
Guards’ band, either in the color court or in 
the Friary court. 

It is said that this music used to form 
a daily diversion of George II., who was 
wont to watch the scene with the eagerness 
of a schoolboy from the Window of Queen 
Caroline’s room. 

The chapel royal, where Queen Victoria 
Empress Frederick of Germany, and the 
present king were married, is comprised 
within the precincts of this old Palace, andit 
is there the representative of the sovereign 
makes his ofiering of gold, rankincense, and 
myrrh on the feast of the Epiphany and dis- 
tributes the monarch’s bounty on Maundy 
Thursday. 

The exquisite ceiling of the chapel is the 
work of the painter Holbein, and the true 
lovers’ knots, adorned with the initials ‘* H, 
A., recall the love of Henry VIII. for Anne 
Boleyn.

Strictly speaking, no one is permitted to 
enter booted and spurred into the chapel 
royal, and anysone doing so renders himself 
liable to be Challenged by the choristers 
and to the payment of a fine to them.

What a valua- 
ble volume he will soon have. But I 
did not start this to tell what your de- 
partment has done for others. I have a 
song I want to sing myself. I want toa 
tell you what your Legal Friend of the 
People has done for me. About eight 
months ago I had trouble with a suit club. 
I had paid in the full amount and the 
firm would not deliver my suit to me. I 
wrote to your legal department, inclos- 
ing a stamp for reply. The advice came 
promptly and | took the letter to the firm 
and let them read it. After reading it 
the manager told me to come back in 
three days, for the suit. In three days 
I took the suit home. Prior to taking 
Tue Trisune letter to the firm they 
played tag and issued transfers 
for over two months. At the time of 
writing to THe Trisunp I had given up 
all hope of getting my $25 suit. ~ 
Another instance and I will close: On 
Oct. 1 I contracted with a moving van 
concern to move my household goods from 
Fifty-sixth street to Jefferson avenue. 
The van, two horses, and three colored 
men showed up at 5 o’clock, loaded the 
goods on at 9:80, laid down a bill of $18 
for six hours’ work at $3 per hour. I 
kicked, but paid the $18 and took the re- 
ceipt. They dated the time from 4:80, 


| when they left the barn, until 9:30, when 


they expected to be back at the barn. 
I swallowed my medicine like hundreds 
of poor people do until near the latter 
part of October, when I was reading the 
Legal Friend of the People while on my 
way to work and I ran across a letter 
from a TRIBUNE reader asking a copy of 
the ordinance regulating the charge for 
moving. The gist of the ordinance was 
duly printed, and I saw 1 had been over- 
charged $3. That evening I wrote to the 
van concern, and a few days ago I re- 
ceived a check for the amount. 

In conclusion, I“ blame” “the World's 
Greatest Newspaper” for getting me the 
$25 suit and for having returned to me 
the $3 that the three colored men grafted 
from me.

They 
saved me $28 in ten months.

COURT SETS ASIDE WILL OF 
PROF. W. C. MINARD’S WIFE. 


Judge Kavanagh Holds Teacher De- 


stroyed or Secreted Lost Testament 
—Criminal Action May Follow. 


Charles Minard. formerly principal of Mar- 
quette school, either destroyed or secreted 
the last will made by his wife before 
she committed suicide, according to the de- 
cision given yesterday by Judge Marcus Kav- 
anagh. * 

Alter tne suicide of Mrs. Minard her hus- 
band presented a will made June 20, 1901, 
making him her sofe heir. Witnesses testi- 
fled that a second will had been made out 
June 15, 1908, leaving most of Mrs. Minard’s 
property to the children of her brother and 
sister. This will, witnesses testified, had 
been given to Prof. Minard. At the trial Mr. 
Minard did not take the stand. but contented 
himself by filing a formal answer denying 
any knowledge of the second will. 

The only difference claimed between the 
two wills was that two nieces of the dead 
woman, Mattie and Charles Haver, will now 
receive $500 each. 

Concealing or destroying a will is an 
offense that is punishable at law,“ said At- 
torney Fitip, and if Mr. Minard has done 
this he is Mable and we probably will see 
that something is done.“

| The news pleased members of the council 
. Committtee on tocal transportation, who on 
Wednesday authorized a subcommittee to at- 
tempt the reopening of diplomatic relations 
with the elevated road interests on the ques- 
tion of valuation. In it they saw an increased 
hope of success for the third attempt to ar- 
rive at figures satisfactory, to both parties. 
They held that Mayor Harrison's active sup- 
port of the plan would do much to overcome 


| such obstacles as arose in the previous ef- 
forts. 

Knowing the mayor’s views Chairman Eu- 
gene Block set about the preparation of a 
rough draft of the city’s new proposition to 
the companies. He will endeavor to set 
down in black and white. the general line 
along which the city will agree to arbitrate 
the valuation of the elevated properties. 


Mayor Backs Plan. 

Ad. Block and I talked over the matter 
before it was taken up by his committee,” 
Said the mayor, and I agreed to the ad- 
Virability of reopening the negotiations at 
this time. 

“I have been convinced all along that a 
great advance in Chicago’s transportation 
facilities could be accomplished by such a 
consolidation—that a situation should de 
brought about in which the elevated lines 
and the subways would be used for rapid 
transit and long haul business and the sur- 
face lines for the short haul business. 

“I am hopeful that better success attends 
these negotiations than marked the pre- 
vious efforts. I shall be more than glad if 
the elevated railroad interests will come in 
and talk the proposition over on a reason- 
able basis. We cannot talk to them on their 
former contentions, but I feel they have al- 
tered their attitude to some extent recently. 

If it can be done, the city will be glad 
to go ahead on this proposition and at the 
same time continue Its work on the plans for 
a comprehensive subway system. Our hope 
would be that both would be In such shape 
that they could be presented for the approval 
of the voters next Avr 

Plan Monday Conference. 
Ald. Block said he hoped to be able to call

ONLY NEEDY BENEFITED. 


Men Pensioners Must Be 65 
Years Old; Limit for 
Women Is 60.

SYDNEY.—The last word in nationalization 
of land's, mines, factories, industries, trans- 
portation, distribution, education, dwellings, 
furniture, food, ‘clothing and money is—the 
eccialistic' state? Not quite. There is one 
other step to insure everything and pension 
everybody. 

The credit of introducing old age pensions 
into the southern hemisphere belongs, not to 
the commonwealth but to. New Zealand, 
Where pensions have been payable since 
April 1, 1898. The first state of the common- 
wealth which made provision for the pay ment 
of old age pensions was Victoria, whose legis- 
lation on the subject came into operation in 
1901. Later in the same year the pension 
system of New South Wales came into force. 
In Queensland old age pensions became pay- 
able in 1908. 


Supersedes State Acts. 
Finally, an act providing for the payment 
ef old age pensions throughout Austrelia 
was passed by the commonwealth parlament 
in 1908, payments thereunder commencing

MUNICH. Bavaria; Dec. 12.—Luitpold, 
prince regent of Bavaria, died here today. 
He was 91 years old. . 

The prince regent had been in failing health 
for several months and his death was not 
unexpected. 

The immediate cause of death was bron- 
chial catarrh, which was aggravated by the 
feebleness of old age. 

Prince Luitpold had been compelled to can- 
cel all public engagements for some time, 
but he insisted until the last moment on re- 
ceiving the Bavarian cabinet ministers and 
his personal suite. 

The death of the aged prince has caused 
deep and sincere grief throughout Europe. 


Kaiser to Attend Funeral. 

Emperor William telegraphed today he 
would attend the funeral, the date of which 
Bas not yet been fixed. 

In consonance with the wishes of the dead 
prince his heart is to be embalmed separate- 
ly, inclosed in. a silver case, and taken to 
Altoetting, in Bavaria, where the famous 
shrine of the Virgin Mary is visited by thou- 
sands of pilgrims every year. 

The Bavarian troops this evening took the 
oath of allegiance to Prince Ludwig n 
after his arrival. 


Took Throne in 1886. 
. Luitpold was 65 years of age and a German 
“military leader when he was called upon in 
1886 to take the throne of Bavaria. His call 


on July 1, 1909. This act superseded the 
state acts in so far as provision for old age 
is concerned. Provision aleo is made for 
invalid pensions. 

The general administration of the act is in 
the hands of the commissioner of pensions, 
who is assisted by a deputy commissioner 
appointed in each state. The commissioner 
and his deputies may summon witnesses, 
receive evidence on oath, and require the 
production of documents for the purposes of 
the act. 

Each state is divided into districts, each 
in charge of a register, whose duty it is to 
r@ecive and investigate pension ola ims. 


Qualifications for Pension. 

For an old age pension, the age qualifica- 
tion is attainment of the age of 68 years: or. 
in the event of permanent incapacitation for 
work, 60 years. By proclamation the age 
qualification for women was fixed at 60 years. 
For an invalid pension the age quelification 
is attainment of the age of 16 years if. ac- 
companied by permanent incapacitetion for | 
work. | : 

The residential qualification for an old age 
pension is continuous residence in Australia 
for twenty years. For an invalid pension, 
continuous residence for at least five years 
is required. 

The rate of pension payable, ahether Soe 
old age or invalidity, is determined by the 
commissioner or one of the députy com- 
missioners. But it must not exceed £26 per 
annum in any event, nor be at such e rate 


gether with the pension, exceed £52. per 
annum. 


Limited to Persons in Need. 

With a view to restricting pensions ta 
persons actually in need of assistance, pro- 
vision was made in all the state acts re- 
dueing the amount payable if the applicant 
already possesses an income or property |: 
above a given amount. This principle also 
is embodied In the commonwealth act. 

Payments received by way of benefit from 
any registered friendly society, or during 
Ulness, infirmity, or old age from any trade 
union, provident society, or other society or 
association, are not, for the purposes of the 
commonwealth act, treated as income. 

As regards accumulated property, the pen- 
sion is subject to a deduction of £1 per annum 
for every complete £10 by Which the net 
capital value of the property exceeds £50 ex- 
cept where the property includes a home in 
which the pensioner permanently resides, 
and which produces no income; in which case 
a net capital value of £100 is allowed prior to 
the pension deduction coming into operetion. 

Accumulated property, whether in or out of 
Australia, to the value of £810 or. upwards 
will disqualify for a pension, as will also an 
‘applicant's direct or indirect deprivation of 
himself of such property with the object of 
obtaining a pension. . 

In the case of husband and wife, except 
where they are living apart pursuant to any 
decree, judgment, order, or deed of separation 
the net capital value of the accumulated prop- 
erty of each is deemed to be half the total 
net capital value of the accumulated property 
of both, and the amount of property in such 
case allowed prior to deduction is £50 if 
including, and £25 if not including a home. 

During 1900-10 the total amount paid out 
for pensions was £1,497,330.

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PRIEST REPORTS ON SUCCESS 
OF CHURCH MARRIAGE BUREAU. 


Out of 17,000 Letters Received from All | 
Parts of the World 400 Wedding Cer- 
emonies Develop. 


Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 12.—‘* Out of 17,000 
letters received from all parts of the globe 
400 marriages have been accomplished,” said 
the report issued today by Father W. J. Da. 
ton of the Church of the Annunciation con- 
cerning the work of a metrimonial bureau 
established by the church a year ago. 

Letters came from Jerusalem, Constamti- 
nople, Africa, and South America, and nearly 
every state in the union,“ the report com 
tinues I have kept two stenographers 
busy answering them.”’ 

Nearly 85 per cent of the tetters received 
were from women, according to Father Dal- 
ton. A majority of the women eet forth 
wealth as a qualification for an acceptable 
husband. Not one man asked fora wife with 
wealth. 

The bureau grew out of a gathering of 
unmarried young men and women of the 
parish in the priest's parlor last December, 
at which Father Dalton suggested that there 
were too many single people in the parish.

Home Made Gifts. 


“A woman I know, who comes to our bufild- 
ing as a manicurist one day each week, placed 
on display the other morning a large assort- 
ment of pretty things suitable for holiday gifts. 
There were dresser scarfs made of- plain hem- 
stitched handkerchiefs. Three handkerchiefs 
were required with five yards of inexpensive in- 
sertion and five yards of lace to match for the 
ruffie around the scarf. They make up beauti- 
fully and sell for $1. Many sachet bags were 
sold. The sets were made of inexpensive silk 
mull with inner casing and contained a very 
good grade of sachet. Hand embroidered hand- 
kerchiefs sold for 25 cents. The number were 
of the same design which was worked beauti- 
fully, yet did not require so very much time. 
This woman told me she sold so many pretty 
calendars, made up with colored Gibson head 
post cards. 

Probably another manicurist can put forth 
just such a display. I would suggest making up 
boudoir caps which every girl would like. They 
gan be made up very prettily and yet inexpen- 
sive in very little time by purchasing some of 
this very fine curtain material, almost like ne 
which comes very wide. One yard of the 3 
inch material will make fodr little caps. Silk 
mull can be used for the lining. The ruffle re 
quires very little lace, so it is well to get it as 
near like the cap material as possible and it may 
be a few cents more per yard than the 
lace edging.

It consists of about thirty-five portraits, 
groups, Tangier coast scenes, etc, dominated by 
the huge equestrian portrait ‘of Miss Lavery as 
“The Amazon,” a picture in which a thoughtful 
modern girl in a riding habit, Lolding a spear 
erect as she gazes out over the desert, becomes 
the symbol of twentieth century womanhood. 

The earliest picture in the Lavery room is 
the sketch for a large picture commemorating 
Queen Victoria’s visit to Glasgow in 1888.

“I do not think there are many American 
housewives who are not judicious managers, 
but I cannot say as much for the American 
man. In a great many cases he spends ex- 
travagantly what the woman saves. He sel- 
dom inquires the price of. anything if he 
wants it. 

“He will come home and say: ‘I don't see 
where last month's salary went—in fact, I 
don't see where all the money goes. We must 
get down to saving, Mary. Jones told me to- 
day that he had just paid the last installment 
on his home,’ Mary listens patiently and final- 
ly ‘asked: ‘Does Jones smoke three for a 
quarter cigars?’ O, no, I suppose not, but 
a man surely is entitled to some enjoyment 
from the money he earns.’ ‘Does Jones pa- 
tronize the bar and set them up to his numer- 
ous acquaintances quite often? ‘But, Mary, 
you don’t understand. That all has to go ina 
man's business. A business man simply has 
to be a good mixer, wear expensive clothes, 
and do a few of those things.’ 

“So he does and usually Mary pays for it. 
Did you ever notice that the wife of a good 
fellow usually stays at home with the chil- 
dren, turns and makes over last year's cloth- 
ing, does her own dressmaking, bakes her 
own bread, pic and preserves, is what 
her friends call ‘such a capable woman-—too 
bad she is not more appreciated?’ 

The husband and wife must codperate. The 
wife often is the better manager, can make $1 
go further than the man can $3. Let him 
give her four-fifths of his salary and at the 
end of the year she will have provided well 
and have a bank account, while the husband 
has spent his allowance in being a good fel- 
low. C. M. DAN.“ 


A Permanent Canning Fund. 


“My table has been provided for on a fixed 
daily allowance of $1, and I have found it 
harder to keep down to this allowance in sum- 
mer than in winter, largely due to the necessity 
of buying fruit and sugar for canning. Per- 
haps some other housekeepers may like to try 
my little scheme for getting a permanent can- 
ning fund, 

“If you can set aside the necessary dollars 
for this purpose out of other funds all is smooth 
sailing, but if not—and I felt that I must get 
that canning out of my dollar—the burden may 
be at rid of next summer in this way. 

I keep account of the money spent for fruit 
and sugar, so that I can set a price on every 
kind of jelly, pickle, or preserves (my prices 
run from 2 cents to 25 cents. A short list of 
these prices is kept in the pantry. This fall and 
Winter 1 drop into a little can the price of every 
jar as I use it, and next summer there will be a 
few dollars on hand to greet the strawberries. 

“Of course, I am really paying for my pre- 
serves twice this year, but it is easier to econ- 
omize once for all and have done with it, and 
it is easier to feed the family on cheap foods in 
the winter, when dry vegetables, rice, canned 
goods, etc., can be made palatable, than in the 
summer, when every one wants the more expen- 


and the ice box must be always full. 

“The nickels and dimes are falling into my 
can with surprising frequency, and this money 
is not going to be idle all winter, for I shall use 
it for orange marmalade, cranberry jelly, early 
rhubarb, etc., as I need them. Next summer I 
shall have capital on hand. Next winter I shall 
pay it back again. It’s only fair for winter to 
pay for what it eats. 


“Incidentally my system is teaching me that 
some of my preserves are more expensive than 
I can afford, for I can’t often buy a 25 cent jar 
of strawberry preserves out of my dollar a day, 
and next year I shall see to it that I have more 
of the cheaper kinds. a. Cc WT
